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I .. HISTORY 


The Ontario Native Council on Justice has been in existence for eight years. 
It evolved from the Ontario Native Advisory Committee to the Criminal 
Justice System. This Committee had been established in April of 1975 as a 
result of prior planning for the Edmonton Federal-Provincial Conference on 
Natives Peoples and the Criminal Justice System held in February of 1975 
and a specific recommendation from the conference. In late 1976 the Com- 
mittee was restructured to ensure Native control. In the spring of 1977 the 
Committee was funded by a grant from the Indian Community Secretariat on 
behalf of the Provincial Secretariat for Justice anu the name was changed 
to the Ontario Native Council on Justice. The grant enabled the Council 

to open an office, hire staff who would be responsible to its member Native 
organizations and to conduct its own research on justice issues.
